D. C., Oct. 27.—War anrl 
state department officials refused tortay 
to disclose the source or specific na- 
ture of the information on which Sec- 
retary Baker last night issued a state- 
ment char.qin,sr that a bandit attack on 
American troops in Mexico or on Amer- 
ican border towns has been planned to 
discredit 
the 
government's 
IMexican 
policy. 


They said the channel of information 
through which the report came was so 
valuable that nothing would be given 
out that might injure its usefulness. 


Both Secretary Lansing and Secre- 
tary Baker today laid stress upon the 
statement that no consideration of do- 
mestic politics led to the issue of the 
announcement 
that sucn a plot had 
been discovered. 


No Politics in Statement. 


"The obviously appropriate comment 
of the secretar;.- 
of 
state," Secretary 
Baker s id, referrinfr to the explanation 
by Secretary Lansing last night that 
no American 
as implicated and that 
a desire to ])revont the carrying out of 
the plans had jirompted Secretary Ba- 
ker's statement "¡'rerludes the possi- 
bility thai any such cfinstruction or 
understanding could Le placed 
upon 
my 
statement. 
The statement 
was 
without political purpose and ought to 
be without political effect. It will have 
served its entire purpose if it serves 
notice upon the lawless peo.ple in Mex- 
ico that we have been warned and are 
prepared." 


Secretary Baker said it was "absurd" 
to supytose that his statement had l)een 
Intended tf) imply that any political 
interest in the United States desired 
anything other than peace on the bor- 
der. 
"Such a thing could not be," he 
said.

One coal dealer stated Friday that he 
had received biit one car load of anthra- 
cite coal in the past two weeks. 
The 
car shortage inthe east, in the coal 
fields, has tied up the delivering of the 
coal to the western cities. 
"Conditiojis 
are improving now," he stated, "and al- 
though we are doing the best we can 
we are not able to deliver the coal to 
the consumer as fast as the orders 
corae in. If a person orders five or aix 
tons we are only delivering one and two 
tons, because all orders that come in 
now are urgent and must be delivered 
at once."' 


Reports have been received by 
the 
Fort Wayne coal dealers that the delay 
in shipping coal has been partially duo 
to the car shortage and partially due to 
the shortage of labor. Many of the for- 
eign laborers who worked in the mines 
in past years have returned to their na- 
tive countries to take up arms.

"Education in the relationship of pel-

thé United States, were the rag wee.is, 
iwhose pollen during the months of Au-

phere with their irritating pollens, and

• ready been outlawed by tlic agricultural

Hughes left Boston early today for a 
two days' campaign in New York state. 
The first speech on his day's program 
was at Utica, shortly after noon. 
His 
itinerary called for his staying there an 
hour. Other stops will be made at Au- 
burn and Geneva-and he will then leave 
for Rochester where he is to make a 
night speech. • He will remain In Ro- 
chester over night and continuing his 
campaign in the state, will speak to- 
morrow at Newark, Oswego, Water- 
town and Ogdensburg. 


In his address here "last night Mr. 
Hughes listed the principles for which 
he will stand if elected president and 
emphasized the point that it is tho 
country's duty to stand behind its cit- 
izens in foreign lands. 
He declared 
that he will never consent to a policy 
that withdraws from American citizens 
the protection to which they are en- 
titled, and leave them helpless against 
the lawlessness of a country like Mex- 
ico in which they have a right to do 
business. 


"We shall never expand American 
trade and serve humanity by carry- 
ing our ability and talents to foreign 
parte 
if we 
depart from the time- 
honored policy of our government in 
this respect," he declared. 


Mr. Hughes pointed out that 
the 
close of the European war will bring 
the greatest danger with wljich Ameri- 
can labor has ever been confronted. 
With the men now in the trenches back 
in industry this country will face the 
keenest competition it has ever known, 
and if the government sits Idly by and 
does nothing to protect its industries 
and labor the result will be disastrous, 
he declared.

aspects of credit. 


Mr. Niebergall's Paper. 


Mr. Nieber&airs paper on "The Moral 
Effect of Extensive Credits." was 
in 
part as follows: 


"Credit is as old as cemmerce and 
commerce dates back to the beginning 
of time. 
We read of the master who 
had extended credit 
to the 
servant, 
who when called upon to pay the obli- 
gation 
declared 
that he w^as nnable 
to pay his master. 
The master then 
cancelled the obligation but the ser- 
vant demanded immediate 
settlement 
of the obligations of his fellow servants 
to him. 
Being a good collector he vig- 
orously enforced 
collection 
of these 
debts. 
The master hearing of the ser- 
vant's actions severely punished 
him. 


"It is estimated that fully 90 4>er cent 
of the world's commerce is based on 
credit, therefore the extension of credit 
is one of the most if not the most 
important factor in nearly every line 
of business today. 


"The extension of credit has 
been 
and is being discussed pro and con by 
both the business man and consumer 
and all agree that the creditors have 
better memories than the debtors. 


"In these modern days of extensive 
commerce 
the 
extension 
of 
credit 
should not and does not come for the 
mer« asking. 
Four factors enter into 
the standing of the seeker of credit: 
First, personal standing; second, busi- 
ness ability; 
third, previous 
business 
experience; fourth, amount of capital 
invested. 


"The person, 
fir-m 
or 
corporation 
called upon to ex'tend credit has at his 
command 
the three large commercial 
rating agencies to guide him in 
the 
matter of the extension of credit, and 
this should be backed up by. reports 
from the trade, reports from the sales- 
man and reports from local banks or 
attorney.s. 
A detailed commercial re- 
port on the prospective customer will 
materially aid in 
the 
extension 
of 
credit. 
There are occasional cases of 
unscrupulous persons who resort to in- 
flated stocks and values of them but 
only to be discovered sooner or later. 
On the other hand the creditor 
who 
does not arm himself in advance with 
all the credit information to be com- 
manded, not only suffers a loss him- 
self but lays other creditors liable, as 
well, to a loss. 
However, there 
are 
many instances w^hen poor but honest 
users of crcdit witli no other asset than 
honesty and plenty of energy had the 
confidence of a manufacturer or job- 
ber who judiciously 
extended 
credit. 
These poor but honest men have grown 
to be men of means and influence 
in 
their respective communities. 


Always Some Risk. 


"There is always an element of risk 
in the extension of credit and this ele- 
ment of risk can only be kept at a 
minimum by the liberal and judicious 
use 
of credit 
information. 
Also by 
keeping the account within the bounds 
of reason. 


"The handling of retail credits pre- 
sents an entirely different problem. In 
the handling of wholesale credits the 
party seeking credit can be subjected 
to a very careful questioning as to the 
four essential elements which are so 
necessary to arrive at the determina- 
tion of a desirable credit risk. 
It has 
been but a few years since the seeker 
of credit has been obliged to present a 
clean record before he is taken on as 
á 
credit risk. 
The abuses of 
credit 
extensions of both merchants and con- 
sumer have resulted in a more careful 
and 
conservative 
extension 
of 
credit 
by a greater per cent of oi.r retailers 
of this 
country. 
The 
same care 
is 
used in gathering retail credit informa- 
tion as is used in wholesale credit in- 
formation. 
With the advent 
of 
the 
thorough 
retail 
credit 
information 
comes the putting of the professional 
bill beater on a strictly cash basis. His 
only salvation now is the installment 
house, a dollar down and a dollar a 
week. 
In lieu of the retail credit guide 
the installment 
house 
employs 
the 
professional collector. 
The 
customer 
who reads the glaring advertisements 
of the installment house 
experiences 
little or no difficulty in securing credit. 
In fact many of these houses tell the 
public their credit is feood. Then they 
sell on 
credit 
all 
the 
merchandise 
needed on the most liberal terms. Then 
cornes the struggle, before the 
mer- 
chandise is paid for It is worn out or 
out of style so more merchandise is 
purchased on credit. 
Then the loan 
shark methods come to surface. 
But 
with all their schemes to sell and with 
111 their schemes for collecting Uui un-

In concluding, Mr. Niebergall stated: 
"In case where people have been ex- 
tended credit In the purchase of homes 
or articles upon which mortgages or 
chattel mortgages are held and upon 
which a substantial payment has been 
required and they are allowed to pay 
off their indebtedness by regular pay- 
ments, but with the understanding that 
unless these payments are met regular- 
ly they will lose the entire amount in- 
vested, I believe there is a tendency 
to make people more careful and live 
wdthin their means and perhaps make 
them more thrifty and better citizens.

Berlin, Oct. 27.—Reviewing the mili- 
tary operations of the forces of 
the 
central powers and their allies in Do- 
brudja, which resulted in the 
capture 
of the Black sea port of Constanza and 
the railroad terminus of Tcliernavoda, 
on the Danube, the military critic of tli? 
Overseas news agency Avrites: 


"Tlie conquest of Constanza, the larg- 
est Rumanian seaport, and of the Dan- 
ube bridge head, Tchemavoda, brings the 
Dobrudja engagement of Oct 18 to Oct. 
23 to a glorious end and the result is 
a decisive blow to the Rumanian cam- 
paign. 


"The main 
hostile positions in 
the 
east began at Beslaghiol and ended in 
the west on the Danube. 
This position 
had been strongly fortified prior to the 
outbreak of the war. 
Toprai-Sari ami 
Txopadin were 
constructed 
like fort- 
resses. 
They had strong forces as . gar- 
risons and were armed with heavy ar- 
tillery. 


"The Russians held the center Avhile 
the Rumanians 
had 
to 
defend both 
wings. 
The attack began on the morn- 
ing of Oct. 19. 
The following day the 
battle was continued with the utmost 
energy. 
The fighting for Topria, foi- 
Sra, was 
violent and the enemy 
had 
evacuated the district south of 
Tusla. 
Tusla itself 
was occupied without any 
fighting. 


"The booty of the first two days in- 
cluded two oflicers, one the commander 
of the Russian 
regiments, 
and 3,300 
prisoners, of 
whom 
more than , 3,000 
were Russians, and 16 macTiine ptims and 
one mine thrower. 
The Turkish troops 
showed great bravery and took prison- 
er more than 1,500 Russians. 


"On Oct. 21 the battle concentrated 
around Toi)rai and Txopadin, which were 
the keys to the situation. 
Ma.'iked ar- 
tillery and infantry attacks of. the cen- 
tral allies against the positions forced 
the enemy to yield at midday. 


"On Oct. 2.3 seven Russian 
warships 
tried to operate from the sea between 
Constanza and Tusla against the right, 
wing of the central allies, but the ship.i> 
were not successful, since they 
w^re 
forced by counter measures to keep a 
long distance away from the coast."

Government Experts Make 
Some Suggestions for 


Preparations:

Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—Through- 
out the winter the housewife, if she 
I cares to take the necessary trouble, may 
'have compensation for the lack of her 
outdoor garden, 
by 
growing various 
plants in window boxes or pots in thé 
¡house. 
For the most part she will have 
to content herself with foliage, though 
she may be able to coa/c a few flowers 
to bloom. 
The following suggestions 
for preparations for the indoor garden 
and for caring for it later are made by 
specialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


Window Boxes. 


If an indoor window box is decidcd 
upon, a good depth for it is. about eight 
inches. 
The bottom of the box should 
be covered with stones and broken pot- 
tery for drainage. 
This shoulil be cov- 
ered with a layer of moss to prevent tlje 
soil from working down and clogging 
the drainage spaces. 
The drainage a«d 
moss should take up together about two 
inches. 
The greater the body of soil 
above the 
moss 
the 
more uniformly 
moist it may be kept. 
The soil 'should 
fail to fill the box by from 
to 2 
''inches. 


The indoor window box should be as 
long as the window is wide, and to get 
as mucii light as possible it should be 
levél with the window sill. It may be 
placed either on brackets, a table, or 
¡legs permanently fastened to it. 
A hole 
'or holes should be provided in the bot- 
(tom o r the box and a drip pan should 
(be placed beneath 
to 
catch drainage 
hvater. 
Î 
The top of the soil should be allowed 
j to become dry occasionally. 
The re- 
I suits of watering should be closely ob- 
I served and the Buppl3'^ regulated accord- 
ing to neéds. 
Watering may be neces- 
sary in sunshiny 
weather, 
especially 
toward spring, every day or at least 
ever other day. 
In cloudy weather it 
will not be necessary to water more of- 
ten thaii once a week. In general it is 
better to water lightly and frequent- 
ly than heavily and< infrequently, al- 
though just the reverse is considered 
best when watering is done out of doors 
in summer. 


Plants For Window Boxes. 


Only plants of the same general char- 
acter sli^ould be placed in window boxe.=, 
since plants of different kinds require 
different treatment. 
Begonias are about 
the only plants that may be expected to 
Hower in a window box. 
For the mont 
part foliage alone must be depended up- 
on as the contribution 
of 
the indoor 
plants to 
tho 
attractiveness of the 
room. 
Among 
the 
plants 
which 
may 
be 
grown 
for 
foliage 
for 
window 
boxes 
are ferns, geraniums, 
Kenilworth ivy, smilax and aspidistVii. 
The latter plant is especially valuable 
8s a window box jdant as it will thrive 
in spite of considerable neglect, drought 
and dust. 
Direct sunlight 'also is not 
required bv this adaptable plant. 
Potted Plants. 
An advantage in growing plants in 
pots instead of in boxes is that a larger 
variety can bift grown /since difTerent 
treatment may be given. 
In addition to 
the plants already mentioned for grow- 
ing in window 
boxc.s, 
palms, 
rubber 
])lants and cacti may be grown in pots. 
It is advisable in 
growing 
all these 
plants to make use of regular florists 
potting soil, made up of one part com- 
post, one part good loam, and one part 
sand. 
It is well to add ono-twenticth ! 
part bone meal to tho mixture. 
. Care of Potted Plants. 
From 
time 
to 
time 
examinations 
should be given to see whether tho plants 
require repotting. 
This is done when 
the soil is moist by inverting the plants 
and tappitig the pot until it can be lift- 
ed off. 
If the surface of the ball of 
eai'tlf IS entirely covered with roots, tl-.o 
plants should be placed in a larger pot, 
soil being firmed into the spaces. 


It is possible sometimes to »force pot- 
tod geraniums to bloom indoors during 
the winter. 
To accomplish this it is 
necessary to pot them in a way to re- 
strict root growth and to keep them 
fairly dry. 


Potted ferns require close cave. They 
fihould be kept slightly moist at all 
times, but sjiould not be. overwatered. 
Occasionally the ])otted ferns should bo 
placed in a tub and given a bath with 
weak suds made from a good grade of 
fioap. 
Besides removing accumulations 
of dust from the fronds the baths re- 
move minute insect parasites. 
The suds 
must be rinsed oft immediately. 


Potted palms 
should 
be regular'^ 
watered, but not kept moiat. 
While 
small the plants should be Avashed like 
ferns. 
When too large for such treat- 
ment the t^ps should be sprayed fre- 
quently with clear water. 
Small quan- 
tities of bono meal 
and 
wood ashes 
should be stirred into the soil occasion- 
ally, or the plants may be watered now 
aud then with manure water or ammonia 
water (a teaspoonful of ammonia to a 
quart of water.) 


Rubber plants should- be treated much 
as are palms, but the soil should be kept 
fiomeirhat 
more moist. 
Oleanders may 
be treated practically like palms. 
As- 
pidistras require less attention than the 
other plants mentioned. 
They should 
be kept rather drier than palms and 
rubber plants. 
A dry, sandy soil is re- 
quired for cacti.

ERDEMESHIS 
TALK te MISQUOTED 


Did Not Make Statements 
Which Have Drawn Fire 
of Sharp Attack. 


New York, Oct. 27,—Secretary of War 
Newton D. Baker, has shattered the 
republican vision o£ a campaign issue 
created by misquotation of his recent 
speech in Jersey City, which has been 
made the subject of indignant protest 
and demands for iiis resignation by 
patriotic societies. 


"I cannot give the exact v/ords of 
my Jersey City address as I had neither 
manuscript nor notes," says the secre- 
tary of war in a letter written from 
Rock Island, 111., October 24. 
"Neither 
have I seen in any complete form just 
what I am reported to have said; bvU 
the substance and spirit of what I did 
say I can easily reproduce. 


"I started by describing tlie condi- 
tion of Mexico under Diaz, the desti- 
tution and misery of the people, the 
revolution headed by iMadero and its 
success. 
I then described 
Madero's 
assassination, the part played by Hu- 
erta, the refusal of the United States 
to recognize Huerta and his ultimate 
disappearance as a factor In the rev- 
olution. 


"I then turned to the present condi- 
tion of affairs in Mexico and asked 
whether they justified intervention on 
any truly American theorj'. I described 
their revolution 
as 
incompleta and 
askei what would .havijf become of our 
own revolution of 1776-1789 if some 
foreign power had. become tired of 
the unsettled condition in our coun- 
try and had intervened to establish 
its theory of government instead of al- 
lowing our fathers, to establish our 
liberties and give to the world the first 
real free government in history. 


"I then remarked tiuit a revohition 
is always a irrave matter and attended 
by 
conditions of disorder, that men 
iigliting for freedom and inspired by its 
great idealg luive to battle agninat an 
established order,i and until they suc- 
ceed conditions are upset. 
I said, for 
instance, we s^ay of the Mexican revohi- 
tionists that they arc not always uni- 
foimcd soldiers. 
^^'ashinífto!n'8' army 
as it 
retreated to A'alley Forge w;is 
scarcely clad, it wa, unpaid, unclothed 
and unfed, 
but it 
persisted 
througli 
every hard-^hip to its «reat mission. 


"I S9,id we comi)iain of Mexico that 
property rii.'ht.s are not always respect- 
ed and said that among irs to some ex- 
tent that was no doubt true, as the so- 
called lo.yalists, 
who 
adhered 
to llw; 
cause of Kin^ (reorifc, even the ministers 
of the churches. Mere driven out and 
their property devoted to the revohi- 
tion. I said it is complained that in the 
present state of affairs Mexico cannot 
pay Jier debts, and said that neither 
could wo until after the establishment 
of a stable government.

Dire predictions that immediately after tlic European war closes 


Ihis country will be deluged by a flobd of cheaply-made European 
products that will utterly wreck home competition and spell disaster 
full and complete unless we at once set about rebuilding the old top- 
notch tariff wall are fine enough as producers of campaign thrills, 
but they utterly ignore one most vital point. That is the fact that 
there will be overseas for an indefinite number of years—but certain- 
ly a considerable number—a tremendous reconstruction demand for 
labor, material and equipment. The destruction wrought by conflict 
cannot be remedied in a day. 
Europe will be busy, but it will be in 


rebuilding at home. Its first attention must be given there in recon- 
structing a basis for its own future. It cannot hope to at once get 
back to normal conditions and become again immediately a competitor 
in the world markets, either industrially or commercially. It will re- 
quire not only all the toil and all the fruits of its own industry, but 
it must appeal to outside sources for additional supplies to repair the 
havoc wrought by conflict. E urope will not be then selling heavily. 
It will be forced to buy. 


That the ultimate result must be some considerable readjustment 


when trade conditions finally reach their normal state after the lapse 
of years is not to be doubted. War trade basis will not be maintained 
'in time of peace. We shall be confronted by new situations most as- 
suredly, and it was to adequately and properly deal with these de- 
Velopments that the president strongly insisted upon and succeeded 
in securiug the enactment of the tariff commission provision. It was 
a preparedness measure that provides for the meeting of those prob- 
lems as they shall arise, and of dealing with them on a business basis 
instead of making industry the football of politics. It provides means 
of meeting needs as needs develop. It removes all occasion for the 
panicy pleas that urge an immediate return to the special privilege 
against which America took up the cudgel effectively four years ago.

These poor but honest men have grown 
to be men of means and influence in 
their respective communities. 


Always Some Risk. 


"There Is always an element ot risk 


in the extension of credit and this ele- 
ment of risk can only be kept at a 
minimum by the liberal and judicious 
use

information.

keeping the account within tho bounds 
of reason. 


"The handling of retail credits pre- 


sents an entirely different problem. In 
the handling of wholesale credits the 
party seeking credit can be subjected 
to a very careful questioning as to the 
four essential elements which arc so 
necessary to arrive at the determina- 
tion of a desirable credit risk.

I Potted Plants. 


An advantage in growing plants in 


pots instead of in boxes is that a larger 
variety can 
bk» grown since different 


treatment may be given. In addition to 
the plants already mentioned for grow- 
ing in window 
boxes, 
palms, 
rubber 


plants and cacti inay he grown in pots. 
It is advisable in 
growing 
all these 


plants to make use of regular florists' 
potting soil, made up of one part com- 
post, one part good lonm, and one part 
sand. 
It is well to add one-twentieth 


part bone meal to the mixture. 


Care of Potted Plants. 


From 
time 
to 
time 
examinations 


should be given to. Ice whether the plants 
require repotting. 
This is done when 


the soil is moist by inverting the plants 
and tapping the pot until it can be lift- 
ed off. 
If the surface of the ball of 


earth is. entirely covered with roots, the 
plants should be placed in a larger pot. 
soil being finned into the spaces. 
. Tt ia possible sometimes to force pot- 
ted geraniums to bloom indoors during 
(he winter. 
To accomplish this it is 


necessary to pot them in a way to re 
strict root growth and to keep them 
fairly dry. 


Potted ferns require close care. They 


^hould be kept" slightly moist at all 
imes, but should not be overwatered. 
Occasionally the potted ferns should be 
ilaccd in a tub and given a bath with 
weak suds made from a good grade of 
soap. 
Besides removing accumulation? 


of dust from the fronds the baths re- 
move minute insect parasites. The stids 
must be rinsed off immediately. 


Potted palms 
should 'be regularly 


watered, but not kept moist. 
While 


small the plants should be washed like 
ferns. 
When too large for such treat- 


ment the tops should be sprayed fre- 
quently with clear water. 
Small quan- 


tities of hone meal 
and 
wood xashes 


should be stirred into the soil occasion- 
ally, or the plants may be watered now 
and then with manure water 'or ammonia 
water (a teaspoonful of ammonia to a 
quart of water.) 


Rubber plants should l>e treated much 


as are palms, but the soil should be kepi 
omewhat more moiat. 
Oleanders inay 


ie treated practicn'lly like palm*. 
As- 


lidistras require less attention than the 
ither plants mentioned. 
They shonli 


ie kept rather drier than palma am 
nbber plants. 
A dry, sandy soil is re 


quired for cacti.
